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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 1 -1 0 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

In claim 1 , line 1 , the word "particularly" should be deleted to improve the clarity of the 
claim language. 

The abstract of the disclosure is non-conforming to current office practice as it is made 

of several paragraphs. The following guidelines has been established for abstract. 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, 'The 
disclosure concerns," ,r The disclosure defined by this invention," 'The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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3. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Theis et 
al (DE 3503883 A1). 
Claims 1-10 

Theis et al disclose a wheel comprising a disc (1) provided with at least one central 

region which has a bore for fixing the wheel onto a wheel hub of a vehicle; at least 

association surface (A) with the wheel hub, and at least one central surface; and at least 

one central surface (B) substantially opposed to the association surface, the central 

surface being provided with at least one elevated region (C) having a free end, the 

length measured between the free end of the elevated region (C) and the association 

surface (A) defining a first distance (D), the wheel being characterized in that the bore 

(6) is located in an elevation portion of the disc, a free end (E) of the elevation portion 

(3, G) defining a second distance (D') as far as the association surface (A) , the second 

distance (D') being substantially longer than the first distance (D). 

The wheel comprising a plurality of fixation bores (7) as shown in the drawings. 

the central region comprising at least one substantially plane region (F), 

circumferentially arranged and adjacent to the elevation portion (3\ E). 

The elevation portion (3\ E) comprises a first region (3, G) substantially orthogonal to 

the central surface, the first region (3) being substantially semicylindrical 

and concentric to the bore (5, 6) and prolonging from said central surface (B). 

The elevation portion (3\ 4') comprises a second region (3 M ) substantially conical and 

concentric to the first region (3), the second region (3 W ) projecting substantially 
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angular from the first region (3) as far as the free end as best seen on fig. 1 of the 
drawings which illustrates the second region 3". 

the elevation portion (3\ E) comprises a third region (4 1 ) adjacent to the free end 
and substantially parallel to the central surface (B) as shown in fig. 2. 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure: 

Shimizu et al, Duning et al, Kier Jr, Weld, and Hunt are cited to show related wheel 
comprising disc having elevation portion with first and second region projecting angular 
from the first region.
